and more. However, due to 
the current COVID-19 cri- 
sis our communities are 
facing, the Community 
Foundation has moved the 
grant cycle deadline to 
June 1, 2020. The cycle will 
now be called Organiza- 
tional Support and will 
provide opportunities for 
eligible nonprofits to apply 
for support for not only 
community projects but 
also for general operating 
support. 

The Community Founda- 
tion conducted a survey in 
late April with more than 
55 nonprofit partners 
weighing in. Overwhelm- 
ingly, the need for general 
operational support for 
nonprofits rose to the top, 
resulting in the addition of 
an option to request opera- 
tional support in the up- 


coming cycle. “Community 
foundations are well-posi- 
tioned to respond to chang-

stating, “The outcome of this 
vote is a confirmation of the 
Boyne community’s legacy 
of promoting education and 
building opportunities.” 


1,912 yes votes, 697 no. Mr. 
Ritter noted, “The operating 
millage will allow us to con- 
tinue to levy 18 mills on all of 
our non-homestead property, 
which is approximately 70% 
of our district’s annual 
budget.” The operating mill- 
age is for the tax years of 
2021 through 2024. 

Mr. Ritter thanked those 
who voted in the election. He 
said, “The school bond and 
operating millage proposals 
that passed with overwhelm- 
ing support will be a great 
benefit to our district. We are 
fortunate to live in a commu- 
nity that supports our kids 
in so many ways.”

Under Executive Order 
2020-77, manufacturing facili- 
ties must adopt measures to 
protect their workers from 
the spread of COVID-19. That 
includes conducting a daily 
entry screening protocol for 
workers and everyone else 
entering the facility, includ- 
ing a questionnaire covering 
symptoms and exposure to 
people with possible COVID- 
19, together with a tempera- 
ture screening as soon as 
no-touch thermometers can 
be obtained. They must also 
create dedicated entry points 
at every facility, and suspend 
entry of all non-essential in- 
person visits, including 
tours. 

“Governor Whitmer has 
brought together leaders in 
business and labor to ensure 
our workers can return to the 
job safely. The safety of our 
workers is our top priority 
and I am confident that 
Michigan manufacturers are 
prepared to deliver on the 
worker protections included 
in today’s order,” said John 
Walsh, President and CEO of 
the Michigan Manufacturers 
Association.

6) POST-PANDEMIC: Com- 
munity spread not expected 
to return. 

“Tam working closely with 
health care experts and epi- 
demiologists to closely moni- 
tor Michigan’s progress in 
the fight against COVID-19,” 
said Governor Whitmer. “As 
we move forward with the MI 
Safe Start Plan, Iam working 
closely with partners in busi- 
ness, labor, and education to 
determine the best way to 
move forward each day. All 
of us know the importance of 
getting people back to work 
and the economy moving 
again.

Medicaid, Medicare Part B, 
State Children’s Health Insur- 
ance, and the prevention and 
treatment of substance abuse. 
Highway planning and con- 
struction, Section 8 housing, 
federal transit, community 
development, and rural water 
and waste disposal systems 
are also financed guided by 
data derived from the Census. 
Nationwide 56.8% of the 
population has responded, 
statewide we are ahead with 
63.5% having already re- 
sponded but here in 
Charlevoix County only 45.2% 


and Antrim County only 
37.4% have responded. In the 
2010 Census the Village of 
Ellsworth was reported to 
have a higher median income 
than the cities of East Jordan 
and Charlevoix. This inaccu- 
rate information has cause 
delays and denials for needed 
funding for multiple much 
necessary projects. The most 
recent is the waste water sys- 
tem. A needed step into the 
20th (yes, not the 21st Cen- 
tury). In order to secure 
needed grants and financing 
the village spent nearly 3 


years sorting out the misin- 
formation and re-surveying 
the community. 

The Census is easy and 
safe. It has been pared down 
to 9 questions and it takes less 
than 10 minutes for most 
households to complete. 
There are laws in place pro- 
tecting personal information. 
Because of COVID-19 the 
deadline to respond has been 
extended to October 31, 2020. 
This is something small we 
can all do that can have a big 
impact on our community.

Health Department resuming some environmental health services 


On May 1, 2020 the Gover- 
nor signed Executive Order 
2020-70, lifting previous re- 
strictions and allowing work 
to resume on May 7 for resi- 
dential and commercial con- 
struction, as well as other 


work traditionally performed 


outdoors. As a result, the 
Health Department of 
Northwest Michigan is able 
to resume some environmen- 
tal health permitting and 
evaluation services. 

Under the Stay Home, Stay 
Safe Executive Order, the 
health department was re- 
stricted to providing critical 
services which were neces- 
sary to protect or prolong 
life. In compliance with 
these orders, our environ- 
mental health division has 
been conducting only emer- 
gency land use services, 
while also prioritizing our 
COVID-19 response. 

Scott Kendzierski, Health 
Department of Northwest 
Michigan Environmental 


Health Director shared, “sev- 
eral weeks ago, many of our 
services were scaled back to 
minimize the risks to our 
staff and the community. 
Our mission, as a public 
health agency, shifted to 
focus our efforts to stopping 
the transmission of this 
deadly disease.” 

During the COVID-19 re- 
sponse, the environmental 
health division reduced its 
land use programs to ad- 
dressing failed water and 
wastewater systems, com- 
plaint investigations due to 
imminent public health 
threats, and communicable 
disease response and serv- 
ices necessary to support 
critical infrastructure work- 
ers. Throughout the COVID- 
19 response, land use 
sanitarians assumed roles in 
the areas of both logistics 
and enforcement throughout 
the emergency response sup- 
porting operations through 
activities such as facilitating 


the opening of local drive- 
through testing facilities and 
lab operations, local distribu- 
tion of Personal Protective 
Equipment, as well as pro- 
viding education and sup- 
port for compliance with 
state and local orders. 

Executive Order 2020-70 al- 
lows construction to resume, 
we intend to support the 
work of this industry with 
the necessary precautions to 
ensure the health and safety 
of our employees as well as 
the construction sector and 
the public. The physical 
health department windows 
will remain closed to the 
public and all services will 
require heightened safety 
measures, including: online 
application submission, 
scheduled appointments, 
client screening, adherence 
to social distancing prac- 
tices, and routine use of Per- 
sonal Protection Equipment 
(PPE).

If you feel you are displaying 
symptoms or fall within the MDHHS 
testing priorities, contact the health 
center’s COVID Drive Thru Testing 
Line at 231-222-2320 to be pre- 
screened and/or schedule an ap- 
pointment. 

Testing is a self-administered 
Nasal Swab test. The process allows 
the patient to swirl the swab inside 
their own nose and then the swab is 
placed in a container and sent to a 
lab for testing. 

“Testing remains critical to our ef- 
forts to slow the spread of the virus,” 
said Dr. Joneigh Khaldun, MDHHS 
chief medical executive and chief 
deputy for health. “Increased testing 
helps us understand where this dis- 
ease is so we can identify people at 
highest risk and make sure we are 
quickly implementing best practices 
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for preventing further cases and 
deaths.”

Michigan Department of Transportation lifts remaining 
spring weight restrictions on state highways 


As of 6 a.m. Friday, May 8, the 
Michigan Department of Trans- 
portation (MDOT) lifted remaining 
spring weight restrictions on all 
state trunkline highways in the en- 
tire state of Michigan. State routes 
typically carry M, I, or US designa- 
tions. This spring weight restriction 
update does not alter or affect the di- 
rection given in Gov. Gretchen Whit- 
mer's Executive Order 2020-44 
(COVID-19). Permits will still be re- 
quired for loads exceeding the nor- 
mal legal limits. 

County road commissions and city 


public works departments put in 
place their own seasonal weight re- 
strictions, which usually, but not al- 
ways, coincide with state highway 
weight restrictions. Signs are gener- 
ally posted to indicate which routes 
have weight restrictions in effect. 
Weight restrictions on state high- 
ways are implemented during the 
spring frost thaw period and are now 
completed for the 2020 season. A typ- 
ical timeframe for these restrictions 
is from February to May, with spe- 
cific dates determined by weather 
and road conditions. They will be 


posted again when the 2021 season 
starts. 

For weight restriction information 
and updates, call 800-787-8960, or you 
can access this information on 
MDOT's website at 
www.michigan.gov/truckers, under 
"Restrictions." All-season routes are 
designated in green and gold on the 
MDOT Truck Operators Map, which 
is available online. You also may sign 
up to receive e-mail alerts. Trucking 
companies located in New Jersey 
and Canada can obtain information 
by calling 517-373-6256. 


Most MDOT roadside parks reopening May 15 


Most roadside parks operated by 
the Michigan Department of Trans- 
portation (MDOT) will reopen for the 
season Friday, May 15. However, the 
Lake Michigan Shores Roadside Park 
on US-31 in Charlevoix County will re- 
main closed for a few more weeks 
until shoreline repairs are made. 

MDOT maintains 85 roadside parks 


around the state. Parks in the Upper 
Peninsula and northern Lower Penin- 
sula operate seasonally, usually clos- 
ing in late October and reopening in 
the spring. 


While most parks are scheduled to 
be open May 15, motorists should not 
expect drinking water to be turned on 


until sometime later in May, after an- 
nual testing and treatment of the park 
water systems is completed.
